Main divisions of UDC 629 


At its meeting in London in September 1961, the CCC 
approved the following main divisions of UDC 629, 
Transport engineering, proposed by FID/C 629:- 

629.3 Land vehicles 
4 Railway rolling stock 
. Shipbuilding 
.7 Air/Space engineering 
the latter one with the following sub-divisions; 
.73 Aeronautical engineering 
.74 Fringe flight engineering 
.76 Missiles and rockets engineering 
.78 Space vehicles 
with a possible transfer later to .8 when future 
developments in Space vehicles become known. 


Before allotting numbers for ,,Materials handling 
equipment” and ,,Ground effect machines (hovercraft, 
etc.)”, the CCC wished to have more information from 
FID/C 629. 

FID/C 629 further proposed that the auxiliary num- 
bers for the subdivisions .2/.7 should be broadly paral- 
lel:- 

.02 Vehicle structure 

.03 Propulsion systems 

.04 Auxiliary systems 

.05 Guidance and instruments 

.07 Vehicle characteristics 

.08 Manoeuvres and operational techniques 
.09 individual sub-divisions 

It was reported that the proposal for transferring 
629.13 and 629.19 to 629.7 would be ready within about 
six months and that the Railways committee will sub- 
mit 4 proposal to transfer 629.12 to 629.4 within a year. 


FID PUBLICATIONS 


Modern documentation and information practices 


This is a basic manual for the organisation of docu- 
mentation and information centres, a guide for those 
in charge of such centres and a reference book to pro- 
vide assistance on particular points. 

Amongst the subjects treated we cite: Organisational 
forms, Intake and outflow, Bibliographies, abstracts, 
catalogues and indexes, Information retrieval and me- 
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chanisation, Reproduction, Translations, Staff, and 
Cooperation. An extensive bibliography is added. 

The 225 pages manual, registered as FID publ. 334 and 
published with the assistance of Unesco, is available 
from the General Secretariat of FID, 7 Hofweg, The 
Hague, at the price of 17,50 Dutch guilders. 


Proceedings of FID Conference in London 


The Proceedings of the 27th Conference of FID held in 
London in September this year, will soon be available 
from the General Secretariat of FID. They will contain 
the summaries of the ,, Highlights” session, the full texts 
of papers presented at the sessions ,,Information at 
work”, and the reports of the public sessions.

UDC revision procedure 


At théir meeting in London in September this year, the 
General Assembly has approved as a provisional docu- 
ment, a new set of rules for the procedure of proposals 
for revision of the UDC. 

The new text, substituting the ,,Guiding principles, 
rules and procedure for the development of the UDC” 
of October 1955, is now available from the General 


Secretariat of FID. Price 6 Dutch guilders (FID publ. 
338). 


OTHER PUBLICATIONS 


Library text-books in the USSR 


Three new text-books have been published by Sovets- 
kaja Rossija for students at library training institutes. 
They are the first text-books for higher educational in- 
stitutions in which librarianship practice of many years 
in the Soviet Union has been systematised and generali- 
sed. The editors of the USSR library journal ,,Bibliote- 
kar” invite their readers to send in their views on the 
new text-books. 


1) Cubarjan, O.S. Obitee bibliotekovedenie (General 
library science). Moscow, 1961, 202 pp., 56 kopecks. 

This text-book has been prepared by the Faculty of 
library science of the Moscow State Library training 
institute, and has been published under the editorship of 
Z. N. Ambarcumjan. 

The text-book includes 10 chapters: Librarianship in 
the USSR; Basis of the organisation of librarianship in 
the USSR; Library service for the village population; 
Library service for the town population; Scientific and 
special libraries; Regional libraries; Libraries on the 
Republic and Union level; Library service for children; 
Management of librarianship; Methodological manage- 
ment of librarianship. 

The text-book contains a large amount of factual 
material concerning the organisation and development 
of librarianship in the country and concerning the work 
of libraries under the different government agencies. 


2) Biblioteénye fondy i katalogi (Library holdings and 
catalogues). Moscow, 1961, pp., 99 kopecks. 

This text-book has also been prepared by the faculty 
of library science of the Moscow State Library training 
institute. It has been published under the editorship of 
J. V. Grigorjev. The authors of the text-book are: Z. N. 
Ambarcumjan, V. I. Vasilenko, J. V. Grigorjev, A. V. 
Klenov, E. V. Martéenko, V. V. Neméenko, O. I. Talala- 
kina. 

The text-book includes 13 chapters, in which the fol- 
lowing subjects are dealt with: collection of library 
holdings, organisation and methodology of the collection 
of library holdings, the book supply system of Soviet 
libraries, the catalogue system of Soviet libraries, des- 
cription of printed works, the alphabetical catalogue, 
the systematical catalogue, methodology of classifica- 
tion of printed works, compilation of a systematical 
catalogue, division by subject of printed works and the 
subject catalogue, planning and keeping up-to-date of 


library holdings, checking of library holdings and cate 
logues. ;

1961, 239 pp., 64 kopecks. 

The text-book has been prepared by the faculties ¢ 
library science of the Moscow and Leningrad libra 
institutes under the direction of V. F. Saharov:
